stantial increase on most of the roads 
Notwithstanding tile in -re-'-e in com­ 
pensation the representative of the 
engineers on tho board dissents from 
the award and says the settlement ac 
copied bv it oui be only temporary. 
The board tries to impress upon the 
public tho seriousness of the situation 
that would have confronted this < mn 
try if the engineers had acted as they 
voted and quit work.

the jury just before the noon inter- 
mission, 
aiid after dinner 
Jap 


Rhodes, Thomas Hayes, Lee Somers, 
the prosecuting witness, and his 
brother, A. M. Soiners, were placed 
on the stand by the State for rebut- 
tal to prove-some minor points. 


A short 'recess was taken and a 


few minutes after 
two o'clock the 


argument before the jury was begun. 
WU1 M. Sparks opened for the State, 
and John A. Titsworth followed for 
the 
defense. 
Wallace 
Morgan, 


deputy prosecutor, was next for the 
State, and L. P. Newby of Knights- 
town closed the defense's case. M. E.' 
Forkner of Newcastle, for the State, 
closed the argument. Each side was 
allowed an hour and a half, and af- 
ter that the court's instructions to; 
the jury were to be read. 


William Hopkins, the defendant, 


was on the stand giving direct testi- 
mony an hour. He said he was 58 
years old, had lived in his present 
home—Center township—eight years, 
moving there from Carthage where he 
resided 
fourteen years. 
He was 


born in Hancock county. 


The lot of Hopkins has been a 


hard one, according to his testimony. 
During his life several of his ribs 
have been broken, one of his kidneys 
torn loose, his shoulder broken, his 
face badly hurt in an accident in a 
sawmill, one of his fingers cut off by 
a. wagon wheel passing over it and 
now, to top it off, he is deaf in one 
ear and can't hear very well out of 
the other one. 


Hopkins first became acquainted 


with Somers when the latter moved 
into his neighborhood. Hopkins re- 
lated the story of the first trouble he 
and Somers ever had. Two or three 
years ago, he testified, he was driv- 
ing some calves home when Somers 
ran into the road and headed them 
off. Hopkins said he asked Somers 
to get out of the way but he refused. 


Hopkins said he started to make 


Somers get out of the way 
when 


Somers called to his brother Mat to 
get his gun, which Mat did, the wit- 
nesssaid. Lee Somers took the gun, 
placed it in his pocket and then told 
Hopkins he was going to read the 
law to him, according to the latter's 
story. 
Finally Somers got out of 


the way, but followed Hopkins sixty 
rods down the road, the latter said. 


Several years ago Hopkins 
said 


Somers offered him $1,000 for a 
strip of land containing nine acres. 
He refused and a little later Somers 
offered $200 an acre for the piece, 
Hopkins said. He took time to study 
the matter and told Somers he wonld 
accept, bnt Somers declared he said 
he wonld give $200 for one acre, ac- 
cording to the defendant. 


One day last summer Hopkins de- 


clared he found a stake driven a 
yard and a third ont in his field from 
the line between their two farms. On 
Monday before the shooting on Wed- 
nesday, Somen asked Hopkins if it 
would ke^afl right to set the corner

a fixed signal. 


The evidence has established the 


fact that the switch lamp was out. 
It is admitted that the switch light is 
a "fixed signal." They assert that it 
has long been customary among en- 
gineers to disregard this rule. An 
engineman who stops whenever he 
reaches a point where there should 
be a light and finds darkness would 
delay his train, it is asserted. 


The rules define a fixed signal as 


"a signal of fixed location indicating 
a condition affecting the movement of 
a train." 


Another circumstance which, it is 


urged, tends to cause an engineer to 
disregard the absence of a signal is 
the railroad bulletin board. That the 
Irvington switch light was out was 
posted at the union station.

Constantinople, Dec. 4. — An armis- 


tice to last fourteen days has been 
signed at Baghchetsh by the represen- 
tatives of the Turks on one side and 
Bulgaria, Servla and Montenegro on 
the other. 
Greece, the stumbling 


block all through the negotiations, re- 
fused to sign the armistice. She has 
been told by the other allies that she 
may continue the war alone if she so 
desires. The three Balkan states felt, 
said their representatives, that it 
was time for an armistice and that it 
should be signed. 


London, Dec. 4.—In diplomatic cir- 


cles here the news that Greece alone 
of the allies refused to sign the armis- 
tice with Turkey is the cause of a 
profound sensation. Some say it is 
the beginning of the end of the Balkan 
confederacy..

Washington, and Senator Oliver, an- 
other member, is recovering from a 
surgical operation. The committee is 
composed 
of 
five members. . which 


leaves only Senator Clapp, the chair- 
man, and Senator Pomerene present 
for business. 


The committee will meet next Tues- 


day to decide what further action shall 
be taken. 
It begins .to look as if in- 


terest in the investigation had died 
out, and it is presumed that after a 
few witnesses who have requested an 
opportunity to be heard have given 
their evidence, the hearing will be 
closed.. 


President Taft has authorized Post- 


master General Hitchcock to deny the 
recent reports from Gainesville, Ga., 
that he intends to remove Mrs. Helen 
Longstreet. widow of the Confeder- 
ate general, as postmaster of that" 
town, on account of her alleged rctiv- 
Ity in behalf of the Bull Moose party. 
Mrs. Longstreet's term of office will 
expire on Dec. S, and it is probable 
that she will be reappointed, although 
the Republican politicians in Georgia 
are endeavoring to obtain the post. 


In a statement published here, Sen- 


ator Miles Poiudexter of Washington, 
member of the new Progressive party, 
declared President Taft had been guil- 
ty of such misuse of the federal pa- 
tronage as to warrant his impeach- 
ment.' Mr. Poindexter declared that 
It was his intention to bring the mat- 
ter to the attention of the people 
through the medium of a speech in 
the senate. 
Mr. Poindexter charged 


that the Taft majority in the Chicago 
convention was made up in part of 
officeholders and in part by men who 
were influenced by officeholders. 
He 


called particular attention to the case 
of Walter Landis, former postmaster 
at San Juan. Porto Rico. This case, 
according to Senator Poindexter. Post- 
master Landis was summarily remov- 
ed from office by cable on the same 
day that Frederick Landis, a brother 
of Walter, delivered a speech in Indi- 
ana in which he denounced the Taft 
administration.

American diplomacy than that of the 
past and appeals to the country to pre- 
pare itself for the larger part it is to 
play on the world's stage.

Board of Arbitration Gives Impressive 


Figures In Engineers' Case. 


CRASHED INTO REAR

Zanesville, O.. Dec. 4.—On the Cin- 


cinnati & Muskiiigum Valley branch of 
the Pennsylvania, a disastrous wreck

senger train from Trinway to Zanes- 
ville crashed into the rear of the 
Cleveland.

try if tbe engineers bad acted as ih»y 
voted anil quit work. Tbe railroads in- 
volved iu the controversy, it is pointed 
out. operate GG.S7G miles of track, en- 
more than one-fourth of the total mil- 
age of American railroads. 


Their annual operating revenues ex- 


ceed $1.000,000,000, or nearly 40 pel- 
cent of the total for all the railroads of 
the country. They carry nearly one 
half of the freight traffic of the Vnited 
States and over two-lifths of tbe pas- 
senger traffic. Excluding general offi- 
cers, the annual payroll of the employ- 
ees amounts to $440.000.000 and the an- 
nual compensation of the engineers 
nlone to nearly $38,000,000. The popu- 
lation of a great area of the country 
served'by these roads is about 37,000,- 
000, or more than 40 per cent of the 
total population of the. country. The 
section of tbe country represents at 
least four-tenths of the wealth of the 
entire United States. 


The board points out, further, that a 


strike would have left the large cities 
of tbe east with their food supplies ex- 
hausted within a week.

''a successful general strike for the east- 
ern district of the United States -would 
have put that great section of the noun- 
try in uu:eh the same situation that 
confronted France a few years ago dur- 
ing a geue-al railroad strike there.

for a great section of the United States 
a railroad strike can no longer be eon-, 
sidered as a matter which primarily 
affects the railroads, operators and em- 
ployees, it is therefore imperative that 
some other way be found to settle dif- 
ferences between railroads and their 
employees than by strikes."
